ture, based on records 
of 
18,000 
cows, shows th at as production is 
doubled, income over feed costs 
is increased four times; and as 
production is increased four tines, 
the income is increased over feed 
costs ten times. 
Cost of production studies re ­ 
cently made in Im perial county on 
14 dairies show that the dairy with 
the 
greatest 
average 
production 
per cow showed a net profit of $57 
per cow, while the dairy with the 
lowest 
average 
production 
per 
cow showed a net loss of $16 per 
cow. It is also interesting to note 
that the dairy making the high­ 
est net profit per cow was the 
heaviest consumer of silage. 
This 
being true in a region where pas­ 
ture is available, how much truer 
it m ust be where there is little, 
lf any, pasture. 
Since 1920 the average produc­ 
tion of all dairy cows in California 
has been increased 34 pounds per

farm er will be better protected and 
better able to protect himself than 
in any previous time In history as 
the 
result of legislation shortly 
to become effective. 
“Never before,” says the digest, 
“will so much legislation of a na­ 
ture beneficial to agriculture have 
been placed on the statutes. 
We 
confidently hope for a stim ulus in 
all lines of agriculture as a result 
of 
the 
fine 
program 
Governor 
Young and 
the legislature have 
seen fit to approve.” 
At the head of the list of pro­ 
tective legislation, the committee’s 
digest prepared by Ralph H. Tay­ 
lor, its executive secretary, places 
senate bills Nos. K79 and 580, the 
certification 
and 
standardization 
bills for fruits, nuts and vegetables, 
setting up new and revised stand­ 
ards for shipments to eatern m ar­ 
kets. 
Their principal value, the 
digest says, will be the protection 
of California's reputation for hon­ 
esty in the out-of-state markets. 
In the same class, the committee 
places A. B. 930, the apple stand­ 
ardization act, S. B. 148, protecting 
purchasers of Smyrna figs against 
deception, S. B. 807, controlling the 
éale or shipment of fruits and 
vegetables carrying an excess of 
spray residue, and S. B. 348, the 
gain standardization act. 
All of 
these measures were signed. 
The committee’s analysis shows 
th at 40 bills, all with a direct 
bearing 
on 
agriculture, 
received 
the governor’s signature. 
Farm ers are urged in the digest 
particularly to acquaint themselves 
with provisions of the new stand­ 
ardization laws as these will be­ 
come effective in time to affect 
this year’s shipments. 
All bills 
signed by Young will be effective 
by August I, or shortly thereafter. 
The following other bills were 
listed by the committee as among 
the most im portant affecting agri­ 
culture that were signed by Gov­ 
ernor Young: S. B. 490, farm bu­

S. B. 97, perm itting the formation 
of credit unions by farm ers; S. B. 
298, requiring all boards of super­ 
visors to prepare an annual budget 
of public expenditures for public 
inspection; S. B. 638, giving the 
stockman additional rights in us­ 
ing the highways for moving his 
herds; A. B. 997, autom atically in­ 
cluding all farm ers under the pro­ 
visions of the workmen's compen­ 
sation act except those who give 
notice of withdrawal in writing; 
A. B. 217, providing against fraud 
by requiring all persons handling 
farm products on a commission 
basis to register and pay a license 
fee. 
A. B. 50, outlawing the cultivated 
black currant: A. B. 436, A. B. 439 
and A. B. 866, measures aimed at 
the control of noxious weeds; A. B. 
498, removing tax of 50 cents for 
ram s brought into California and 
the age restriction in the present 
act which requires only dairy and 
breeding cattle over six months 
of age be tuberculin tested; A. B.

Q. We have a peach tree and a 
little while back the leaves curled 
up and dropped off and a lot of buds 
did the same. Will tho 
remaining 
buds m ature? W hat is the cause of 
it?—F. R. B. 
A. 
Probably peach-leaf curl. 
a 
fungus disease that is peculiar to 
peaches. The spores or seed bodies 
lie dorman under th© 
bud 
scales 
during the w inter and as the buds 
open up in the spring the fungus 
begins to grow, 
penetrating 
and 
greatly distorting the new leaves. 
The fruit buds also may be attack­ 
ed, resulting In the drop of the lat­ 
ter. Later cm, a new set of leaves is 
thrown out, but in severe cases the 
entire fruit crop may be lost or at 
least greatly reduced. 
The condition of the weather In 
the spring has considerable to do 
with the severity of the 
disease. 
Some varieties also are more resist­ 
ant to it than others. 
Wet, 
cold 
.springs usually are followed by con­ 
siderable leaf curl. The disease is 
not difficult to control if taken In 
time and the proper remedies are 
used. Some peach growers give two 
sprayings with lim e-sulphur solu­ 
tion and others one. When two are 
applied, the first is put on as the 
buds begin to swell in the 
spring 
and the second when they are in 
w hat is called the pink bud stage. 
When one spraying Is given, it is in 
the pink bud stage. 
Lime-sulphur 
solution (commercial), is used at 
the rate of one part to nine parts of 
water. If dry lim e-sulphur is pre­ 
ferred to the concentrated liquid, I 
pound is used to 3 gallons of water. 
Spray thoroughly and at the proper 
time, and leat curl can be controlled.

Q. Kindly tell me w hat the warty 
growths are on a quince tree and if 
they can be communicated to other 
trees. I have one tree covered with 
these growths and if It will endan­ 
ger other trees in the yard, or my 
neighbor’s trees. I W'ill take it out. 
Is it the same trouble that affects 
rose bushes and peach trees?—Mrs. 
W. E. D. 
A. 
Quince knot 
is 
a 
disease, 
without any question, but it is a l­ 
most universal on quince trees in 
California. Very few quinces ever 
are seen without it. 
Probably 
it 
shortens the life of the quince tree, 
but even badly affected trees may 
bear good crops for years. It is pos­ 
sible th at quince knot increases the 
fruitfulness of quinces to some ex­ 
tent, as vegetative growth is check­ 
ed by it and th at increases the set 
of fruit. No other trees are sub­ 
ject to it, with the exception of ap­ 
ples, and infection can only be car­ 
ried to apples by direct inoculation. 
The w riter has seen 
apple 
trees 
affected with quince knot where dis­ 
eased quince trees had been prun­ 
ed and then the apples Immediately 
afterwards. There is, however, ne 
real danger of its 
spread, 
under 
ordinary conditions, to apples 
or 
any other plants. 
The crown gall disease of roses 
and peaches, while somewhat sim ­ 
ilar to quince knot and related to it, 
is a much more serious trouble, in­ 
asmuch as it will, 
if 
unattended, 
kill th© host outright. In its early 
stages it can be checked by chisel­ 
ing off the growths and 
painting 
the wounds with some disinfectant 
such as Bordeaux paste, carbolin- 
eum, etc. There is no absolute cure 
for it, however, and affected plants 
sooner or later will succumb to its 
effects. 


Q. I have had some difficulty In 
getting an orange tree to do well. I 
planted one in February and 
the 
wind whipped it so much it never 
did grow to any extent. W hat time 
of year 
should 
these 
trees 
be 
planted? Would August or Septem­ 
ber be too late? 
A. 
In localities exposed to w in­ 
ter or early spring winds, 
winter 
planting of citrus is certainly In­ 
advisable. May or June Planting is 
much to be preferred. By far the 
larger part of the plantings in San 
Diego and 
Orange 
counties 
are 
made from April or May to July. 
August and September plantings are 
rather late for the reason that vary 
little, if any., growth will be made 
as late in the season as this. 
If 
any growth does not take place it 
wil lbe so sappy th at if you are in 
a district exposed to frosts, 
this 
new growth will be apt to suffer. 
Spring planted trees are all ready 
to start out their new growth when 
set, and this should

Q. Will you please state the best 
way to ripen bananas and when 
the bunch should be cut from the 
stalk, and after bunch is removed 
from stalk, suppose the stalk should 
be rem oval? J. 
understand 
where 
this fruit Is produced commercially 
the same is separated from 
stalk 
while green and I have heard that 
when left too long on stalk, absorbs 
a kind of poison.—J. S. T, 
A. Bananas are picked when they 
reach full size and are practically 
mature, but still green 
in 
color. 
After cutting the bunch it should 
be put away in a dark 
place, 
or 
wrapped in burlap or some 
such 
material until the fruit colors up. 
Artificial heat will hasten the pro­ 
cess and 
probably 
improve 
the 
flavor. 
The stalk or trunk bears but once, 
and after the bunch of fruit is re­ 
moved this trunk should be 
cut 
down. The roots are perennial, new 
stalks arising from the 
base and 
producing fruit the following sea­ 
son. Many of the new shoots will 
come up during the time the fruit­ 
ing stalk Is maturing, and these, of 
course, should be saved. 
Only the 
stalk or trunk that has borne fruit 
should be removed. 
It is of course, possible that a poi­ 
son may develop In fruit left too 
long wMthout picking, but of this the 
writer has no knowledge and does 
not believe it to be a fact Certain 
sorghums will develop prussic acid 
lf allowed to get dry during their 
growth period, but no fruits, so far 
as known, will do this. Some fruits 
may be more or less poisonous, lf 
picked unripe, particularly 
night­ 
shade berries, but It does not seem 
reasonable that overripe fruit would 
gather a poison. 


Q. 
I have tried for several years 
to grow sweet cherries here. Some 
times I get none at all arid when a 
few do stay on the trees the birds 
get them. Is there any way to pro­ 
tect them from the birds and why 
is It cherries will not grow here as 
they do In the Sacramento district? 
—Mrs. F P. S. 
A. 
Sweet cherries are very sub­ 
ject to sour sap In this locality, also 
to winter Injury by reason of In­ 
complete dormancy. 
This class of 
fruits will do much better in sec­ 
tions where there Is a more defin­ 
ite rest period. That is why you will 
find more cherries grown In the 
central part of the state that here, 
and explains their doing better 
in 
this county at altitudes of from 2000 
to 3500 feet than along the coast. 
During our relatively warm win­ 
ters the sap does not become entire­ 
ly inactive, but flows interm ittently, 
flowing quite freely during 
warm 
days, becoming stagnant when the 
weather Is colder. 
This 
alternate 
flowing and stopping results In a 
souring or ferm entation of the sap 
and a consequent injury to the tree. 
This is manifested by 
Incomplete 
foliation In the spring, die back of 
the branches, and dropping of the 
fruit buds. 
The roots of such trees also are 
more subject to Injury from excess 
of w ater In the winter, or from 
drouth, than are similar trees thor­ 
oughly dormant. 
If your trees are in good condi­ 
tion you might try covering 
them 
with whitewash early in the winter, 
twigs, branches and trunk, and re­ 
peating as often as 
necessary 
to 
keep them completely covered. This 
will result In a more complete dor­ 
mancy and less winter injury. 
There is no way known to 
the 
w riter of 
protecting 
such 
fruit 
from birds, outside of a wholesale 
poisoning campaign or the possible 
covering of th© trees with cheese­ 
cloth, which would, of course, be 
only posible on a small scale. 


Q, Small red beetles are attack­ 
ing some young apricot trees and 
taking most of the foliage. They do 
not seem to work during the day, 
but only at night. Can anything be 
don© to protect the trees from these 
insects?—S. T. R. 
A. 
Serica beetles work a t this 
time of year, largely, and 
during 
their period of activity may do con­ 
siderable damage. 
You Will 
find 
many of them during the daytime 
embedded a few inches in the soil 
under the trees. The only remedy 
that can be offered Is the use of a r­ 
senical sprays on the foliage every 
week or IO days until the 
beetles 
disappear. Use one teaspoonful of 
lead arsenate to a gallon of w ater. 
You would not, of course, be able 
to use this spray a t this time of 
year on trees with ripening 
fruit, 
but 
only 
on 
young,non-bearing 
trees.

The stage of m aturity at which 
alfalfa hay should be cut is indi­ 
cated in two principal ways. When 
new shoots begin to start at the j 
crown of the plant, and when one 
half appears to be in bloom. 
De­ 
ferring the cutting until later re­ 
sults in a decrease In yield, woody 
and lesj palatable hay, and cutting 
off the new shoota retarda the 
growth of the next crop. 
Cutting earlier than this stage 
results in weaker hay, having less 
food value per pound of green feed 
because of 
its 
higher 
moisture 
content. 
In addition, investigators are of 
the opinion that repeated cutting of 
the plant before the stage men­ 
tioned very materially weakens the 
roots, resulting in a shorter lived 
plant. 
Analysis of the plant food 
material stored in the roots a t var­ 
ious stages of plant m aturity In­ 
dicate considerably larger quanti­ 
ties stored a t the time the new I 
shoots develop than at any other 
time. 
This was nature's way of 
providing m aterial for the devel­ 
opment of the oncoming crop.

BEN FRANKLIN AND HIS KITE 


Pekin reports that Chang Tso-Lin and two of his 
I subordinate bandit 
chieftains 
are meeting, 
amid . 
truly oriental splendor—as the story books say—to I 
discuss the future of China. 
The future of China 
is not in the hands of these minor despots who so 
sedulously ape the splendors of ancient courts, and 
their discussion as to ways and means to control 
that future are wholly futile. 
There Is probably 
no army In the world large enough to term inate 
the advance of Chinese nationalism. 
Chian Kai-Shek, the Nationalist leader, has lost 
battles; but even when military defeat halted his 
advance, 
persuasion, 
propaganda, 
argument, 
the 
logic of his cause, finally wiped out the consequen­ 
ces of defeat. 
The history of the present N ational­ 
ist movement has been a steady recital of success. 
Now Chang Tso-Lln and his 
lieutenants 
n*ay 
possibly have power enough to prevent the N a­ 
tionalist Invasion of the north; but as between their 
standards and the Ideal of nationalism alive in 
China today, there can be no question as to which 
will win in the end. 
The feudal sovereignty of a 
Chinese provincial chief is a thing that can be 
destroyed. 
The conviction that China m ust again 
become a free nation absolutely cannot be erased. 
It may conceivably be foiled 
and 
repressed 
for 
many years, but it has gone so far now th at it 
cannot be destroyed entirely. 


Teaching 


It was on this date, 175 years ago, that Ben 
Franklin conducted his famous kite-flying experi­ 
ment, drawing down lightning from the clouds and 
establishing its identity with electricity. 
This dis­ 
covery was one of the most important in Franklin’s 
career as a man of science. 
Franklin’s interest in science was due to his life­ 
long endeavor to increase his knowledge and to ap­ 
ply that knowledge for the benefit of humanity. 
It 
was but natural, therefore, that he early became in­ 
terested in electricity. 
He saw that little or no prac­ 
tical use was being made of such knowledge of it

as had already been obtained. 
He believed that 
the commonly accepted theory in regard to its na­ 
ture was erroneous. 
So he set to work in his usual 
painstaking way to examine the phenomena of elec­ 
tricity and see if they could not be explained by 
principles that would commend themselves to his

ideas, something very useful for motorists ought 
to come out of Captain Lindbergh’s periscope idea.

common sense. 
He was soon able to establish the facts that elec­ 
tricity is not created by the operator and that on the 
other hand it cannot be destroyed; that it can only 
be made manifest. 
He also was able to establish 
conclusively what he had guessed from the begin­ 
ning, that the electricity excited in glass by rubbing 
with silk, or in sealing-wax or amber by rubbing 
with amber is identical with that fearsome phenom­ 
enon in the heavens which we call lightning. 
This fact he established conclusively by his kite­ 
flying experiment undertaken on this date 175 years 
ago. 
He made a kite of silk and furnished it with 
a long, slender pointed rod of steel and sent it up 
in the sky during a thunder storm and was able 
to obtain from a steel key at the lower end of the 
string that held the kite sparks and currents of 
sparks, just as he was able to collect them from his 
electrical machine. 
Not only this, but he was able to charge with these 
sparks Leyden jars and to do with the sparks so ob­ 
tained exactly what he could do with sparks obtain­ 
ed from an electrical machine or from rubbed sul­ 
phur, amber, sealing-wax or glass. 
He was further able to show that the electricity 
obtained from the clouds was of two kinds— name­ 
ly, one kind like the electricity obtained from glass 
rubbed with silk and the other like the electricity 
obtained from amber or sulphur when rubbed with 
flannel. 
Franklin at once set to work to see what useful 
invention could be devised from his new knowledge 
and so contrived the lightning-rod as a protection 
from destruction by lightning of houses and ships. 
There has been a world of progress in electricity 
since Franklin’s day. 
Much of this progress has 
come in twenty years past. 
What of the next 
twenty years?.

At the recent national congress of Parent-Teacher associations, 
Mrs. Susan Dorsey, superintendent of schools in Los Angeles, hit the 
intelligence test for selection of teachers and graduation of stu­ 
dents. 
She said that such tests do not measure the degree of in­ 
tellectual development, but merely achievement. 
They show what 
the individual remembers of specific things he has been taught and 
not the extent of his intellectual training. 
It emphasizes the wrong 
definition of education, that of merely learning things. 


True education is mind and character development. 
Examina­ 
tions which reveal only how much of detail the individual tempor­ 
arily remembers is not a test of the progress made in developing 
the faculties of the mind, so that in future years it will be able to 
deal with the problems of life or even the technicalities of a specific 
profession. 
In selecting teachers the intelligence test is even of less 
importance. 
If a teacher has acquired the number of points to en­ 
title her to receive a diploma it is to be presumed that she has had 
all the necessary mental training, whether she offhand is able to 
write down correct answers to a list of unfamiliar questions. 
Her 
character, her temperament and her attitude towards her work are 
of far more importance. 


It is not necessarily the teacher who passes the best written 
examination to whom the pupils carry apples and flowers, thus re­ 
vealing her great influence over them. 
The highest qualification 
for teaching the young is the mother instinct, the desire to gather 
the pupils under her wing and help them. 
Under such a teacher 
children make rapid progress, because she develops in them a lik­ 
ing for their work and a desire to make progress, just to please her 
if for no other reason. 
The personal factor is the most important 
one in dealing with the young. 
It is, of course, important ai! 
through life, but it is supreme in the field of education, particularly 
that of children. Ability to develop, to draw out, is of more import­ 
ance than the ability to pour in, when the teaching of the young is 
concerned. 


Worth While Verse

SHOULD 
REGISTER 
Since the development of the technical device 
that measures accurately the blood pressure of 
man, physicians have given increasing attention to 
departures from the normal 
of 
these 
m easure­ 
ments. 
It must be understood th at high blood pressure 
and low blood pressure are not in themselves dis­ 
eases; 
they may, however, be manifestations of 
disturbances of the body tissues. 
Dr. Alfred Fried- 
lander of the University of Cincinnati, recently has 
made available a complete resume of our present 
knowledge of blood pressure at various ages and 
of the factor* responsible for departures from the 
normal. 
Blood pressure Is usually lower in children than 
In adults; thus at the ages of three to ten it will 
average 80 to IOO; between the ages of seven to 
fourteen, approximately 98. 
British 
investigators 
find that the blood pressure rises gradually with 
age, being 85 a t five year of 
age, 
and 
approxi­ 
mately 116 a t fourteen years of 
age. 
American 
children will vary from 92 to 95 at five years of 
age, and from 106 to HO at fourteen years of age. 
The blood pressure of young 
men 
is 
approxi­ 
mately 120. 
Forty-five per cent of men examined 
in the University of California had pressures of 
130; 22 per cent, 140 mm. 
Eighty per cent of 1000 
Danish soldiers from the ages of 20 
to 
25 
were 
found to have blood pressures varying from 110 to 
ISO. 
Most of the Insurance experts in the United 
States were Inclined to believe that low blood pres­ 
sure, particularly in persons after fifty years of 
age, tended to longevity. About 2 per cent of men 
have blood pressure under w hat Is supposed to be 
normal. 
The evidence altogether indicates that there Is a 
slow but steady rise of blood pressure from child­ 
hood onward, with a slight lowering of pressure in 
the early years of adult life. 
The blood pressure 
remains stationary until after the age of 40 in most 
instances, at which time there may be a gradual 
rise. 
Great variations of pressure are found in various 
large groups of persona and most physicians be­ 
lieve that heredity, which produces fixed types of 
blood vessel systems, is largely responsible for this 
factor. 
About three psi cent of normal, healthy 
•white persons have a blood pressure of 110 or less. 
Chinese and Filipinos In even larger numbers have 
low blood pressura

GRAFT AND WASTE—THE SHAME OF THE CITIES 


Graft? 
How often do we hear 
that word "graft" as an easy ex­ 
planation 
of how our city 
tax 
money goes? 
Waste? How seldom do we hear 
the failure of our municipal gov­ 
ernments 
charged 
up 
to 
mere 
"waste?” 
Yet I venture to say that for 
every dollar lost in graft In Ameri­ 
can cities today a score is lost in 
waste. 
It is not the crookedness of cor­ 
rupt city officiais th at is costing 
so much today; it is the faiure of 
the people to apply business m eth­ 
ods 
and 
business 
principles 
to 
their business of municipal house­ 
keeping. 
A half century ago ju st now the 
American people had ju st conclud­ 
ed celebrating the centennial of the 
Declaration of Independence, and 
a great many of them were ex­ 
pecting to see Samuel J. Tilden in­ 
augurated 
as 
president 
of 
the 
United States in the coming March. 
Mr. Tilden had come to fam e and 
the front rank because he had 
helped to extirpate in New York 
City the corrupt regime of Boss 
Tweed. 
Ten years later the first com­ 
prehensive 
study 
of 
how 
the 
American people live and govern 
themselves was published by an 
Englishman, Jam es Bryce. 
Sym ­ 
pathetic and understanding to a 
degree, 
th at 
wise 
Briton 
found 
most things to be commended, but 
of municipal government he said 
that It was America’s “one con­ 
spicuous failure.’’ 
Fifteen 
years 
later, 
with 
the 
change 
of 
the 
century, 
Lincoln 
Steffens startled the complaisant 
citizens of our corrupt and con­ 
tented communities by a series of 
articles under the flaming title of 
“The Shame of the Cities”—clear­ 
cut stories of sordid thievery. 
Ju st about th at time a new edi­ 
tion of "Th® American Common­ 
wealth” w ent to press, and Mr. 
Bryce records th at although city 
government in the United States 
is not as bad as it was, he is still 
unable 
radically 
to 
modify 
his 
characterization of the American 
people's one conspicuous failure. 
The incoming of the new cen­ 
tury found city government much 
cleaner than it had been in the 
centennial year of 1876 and it also 
witnessed a great awakening of 
zeal for cleaner politics which was 
m anifest in the spirit th at sprouted 
under Roosevelt and flowered un­ 
der 
Wilson. 
Nowhere 
did 
this 
movement for cleaner politics have 
greater growth than in the realm 
of city government. 
To some ex­ 
tent the spoils system was sup­ 
planted by the m erit system and 
everywhere the greater forms of 
graft became unfashionable. 
Then came the World war—and 
some other things of even as great 
influence 
on municipal problems 
about which I am going to write 
later—and the welter of confusion 
that followed it. 
Increase as have the costs of the 
municipal government in the de­ 
cade since the beginning of our en­ 
trance Into the W orld war, very 
little 
of 
th a t 
increase 
can 
be 
charged to graft or corruption. 
On the whole, I believe th at city 
governments are quite as clean as 
far as corruption is concerned as 
is the ordinary business fabric of 
the nation. W hen an employe of a 
bank, or an officer of a bank, em ­ 
bezzles a sum of money, nobody 
says or even thinks th at the bank­ 
ing business is corrupt; but when 
a city employe or a city officer 
does the sam e thing, a very great 
many people shake their heads and 
say, “You can't beat it, politics is 
Just naturally crooked." 
I 


If we were to follow where Til­ 
den and Bryce and Steffens trod 
from a half century to a score of 
years ago, and were to contrast 
what we now find with what they 
found, then I believe we could en­ 
title that history "The Glory of the 
Cities.” 
But it Is not In the past thai we 
can solve the problems that now 
beset us. 
It Is only by using the 
present as a spring-board for the 
future 
that 
we 
may 
do 
useful 
work. 
And here, with this outlook, we 
again are forced to find ourselves 
w riting 
under 
the 
title, 
"The 
Shame of the Cities." 
It is not 
th at black 
shame of corruption 
that an elder generation knew, it 
is a shame that we hesitate to 
recognize, a grimy shame—Ignor­ 
ance. 
Generally speaking, we cleaned 
up the city’s government political­ 
ly, conceiving its Job and Its scope j 
to be political, and let It go at 
that. 
We didn’t let our business 
go at the same time, we were alert 
to make the myriad of adjustm ents 
required by the changing habits 
and customs of the new Age of 
the Machine. 
Now we find our business roar­ 
ing on and our municipal govern­ 
ment lagging. 
It can be brought 
up only by the application to its 
problems of the same principles 
th at we have applied to our busi­ 
ness problems. 
In a word, while 
the city m ust ever have a political 
content, we m ust treat its diverse 
and complicated problems not as 
political issues upon which any­ 
body is entitled to an equally facile 
and an equally valid opinion, but 
aa business problems which must 
be subjected to the scrutiny of in­ 
tensive study and solved In the 
light of the facts discovered. 
In 
addition to that, we m ust recog­ 
nize that all cities have more or 
less the sam e problems, and that 
it is as much a waste of time and 
money to try to solve each city's 
Individual problems in a separate 
inquiry, without regard to mass 
experience, as It would be to build 
each new automobile in a separate 
blacksmith shop. 
The shame of the cities today is 
not in graft but in waste, not in 
corruption 
but 
in 
exploitation. 
While of course dishonesty still 
goes on, I venture to say that for 
one dollar that is stolen from the 
municipal treasuries of the coun­ 
try today, ten are wasted by m is­ 
m anagement and footless foolery: 
For & hundred dollars lost to the 
taxpayers by corruption a thousand 
is frittered away in sheer failure 
of "knowing how." 
P art of this waste is made up 
of dollars spent needlessly, accord­ 
ing to the standards of the best 
business practice; and part of it 
is made up of service lost to the 
taxpayers th at might be rendered 
without any increase In expense if 
modern business methods of pro­ 
duction be applied to the task. 
There is no need for pessimism 
for, measured in periods of fifty 
years, we have made remarkable 
and rapid progress in the quality 
of our city government. 
On the 
other hand, there is no room for 
easy optimism. The American peo­ 
ple m ust tackle now this problem 
of billions th at affects the hourly 
lives of all them in the new spirit 
of modern business.
